—CULTURE— 

Strawberries  should  be  set  in  ground  plowed 
about  eight  inches  deep,  disked  and  harrowed 
and  rolled  until  it  is  very  fine.  Stretch  your  line 
along  where  you  want  your  row  and  set  plants  next 
to  the  line. 

Blackberries  and  raspberries  should  be  set  in 
ground  plowed  and  worked  as  strawberries,  only 
make  furrows  about  six  inches  deep  to  set  the 
plants  in. 

Good  phosphate  and  potash  fertilizer  are  es- 
sential for  strawberries,  blackberries  and  raspber- 
ries to  make  best  crops. 


VARIETIES 


STRAWBERRIES 

Gandy:  An  extra  late  variety,  of  good  color, 
large  size  and  holds  up  well  through  the  picking 
season.  Doss  best  on  damp,  clay  soil.  If  shipping 
your  berries,  grow  Gandy. 

Nick  Omar — A mid-season  berry  of  extra 
large  size,  very  productive,  good  deep  color  and 
lasts  well  through  season.  Does  best  on  dark,  grav- 
ely clay  soil. 

Big  Rose — An  extra  good  mid-late  berry, 
large,  deep  red  and  productive.  Our  own  cultiva- 
tion and  breeding  of  this  berry.  Set  a few  this 
spring. 

Pocomake — An  extra  good  mid-season  of  large 
size.  Very  heavy  bearer  and  a very  deep  red  col- 
or. Does  best  on  medium  heavy  soil. 

Missionary — The  earliest  of  strawberries  on 
the  berry  market  as  far  as  we  know.  If  given  prop- 
er care  will  be  good  size  and  color.  B^es  best  on 
light,  sandy  soil  well  fertilized. 

Gibson — An  extra  good  mid-season  berry  of 
large  size,  and  very  productive.  Deep  red  in  color. 
Rich  loam  soil  is  best  for  Gibson.  The  Gibson  leads 
its  class  in  some  states. 

Aroma — Medium  late,  large,  deep  color  and 
very  productive.  Does  best  on  graveley  clay  soil, 
well  fertilized. 

Senator  Dunlap — Mid-season.  Will  not  say 
much  about  these  as  every  one  knows  this  berry  is 
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leading  in  home  use  patches.  Order  early  as  we 
haven’t  enough  to  supply  the  demand. 

Progressive  Everberring — 'The  leading  everbear- 
ing strawberry,  very  red,  good  size,  and  very  fine 
flavor.  Grows  best  on  rich  loam  soil.  Order  early 
as  our  supply  is  short  and  demand  strong. 

BLACKBERRIES 

Early  Harvest — An  extra  early  variety,  large, 
very  productive  and  stands  winter  fairly  well,  also 
drouths.  Will  grow  almost  any  place  they  are  set. 

Eldorado — A late  variety,  extra  large,  very 
productive.  A fine  shipping  berry.  Does  best  on 
good  rich  soil  of  a black  loam  nature. 

RASPBERRIES 

Cumberland — The  leading  black-cap  raspberry 
is  very  large,  very  productive,  good  shipper,  stands 
cold  extra  well,  also  drouths.  The  leader  in  black 
raspberry  land.  ,
